Whil, 
it is thu policy of the city to aid, and encounig, 
every enterprise calculated to enhance its growth 
and prosperity, it is also the part of wisdom to 
see that the city is amply secured against the ul 
tiimitu payment of th-; credit which the Common 
Council think proper to loan.

A committee cf three were appointed at an carlv 
part of the last year for this purpose, but owing 
to oth-.T engagements they were unable to liis- 
charge their duties, and thus the matter has been 
neglected and delayed. 
Let the Council select 


some competent person for this purpose imme- 
diately, who may devote his whole time and at- 
tention to the subject until the work is complet- 


It is ol but little use to pass ordi aticcs and 


construction of wutur works in our city. I would 
recommend, that the 'iUcstion of a loan ofthe oity 
credit for that purpose, bo submitted to a vote of 
the people at an early day. 
I understand that 


there are parties ready and willing to engage in 
an enterprise of this l:ind at once, if proper en- 
couragement can be ;;ivcn by a loan of the city 
credit.

I would recommend the Common Couucil to 


tak<; early measures for procuring public grounds 
for market house-, public squares and for parks. 
Perhaps no city in the West, of tho size and po- 
pulation of Milwaukee, is as deficient in th:s re- 
spect as our town. 
There should be market 


grounds for wood, hay, and produce, in each 
ward in the city. 
There should also be public 


grounds for parks, and other public purposes, 
which will serve in after time, for utility and or- 
nament. 
An act ofthe Legislature passed at its 


last session, makes ample provision for obtain- 
ing grounds for these purposes. Real estate can 
bo procured as easily, and03 cheaply, at thepre- 
senttime, aa at any time hereafter; and tho soon 
er the city avails itself of the present opportunity 
to accomplish this object, the less will be the cost, 
and expense, attending the purchase. 
We have 


already delayed toolongin this mutter, and every 
years delay, only adds to the ultimate cost, and 
expense. 
It is a disgrace to the city, to bo able 


to exhibit no public grounds, worthy of its years, 
and its wetiltli. 
It looks as though a narrow, mis- 


guided policy had influenced the liberality ofthe 
early settlers, nnd those who have come after 
them in neglecting this matter for so long a time. 


DEPARTMENT. 


A large majority of these arrests were for the 
commission of petty offences, such as drunkaess, 
and breach of the Peace. The annual expense 
of the department as now organiied, will be about 
13,600. Judging from the past, the amount of 
penalties and tines will reach as high as $5,000. 


Upon the opening of navigation, it will proba- 


bly be necessary to increase the police force, to 
at least double that of the present number, in or- 
der to make the department efficient and servic- 
able. I am eoofident that the ordinance of tlie 
city would be executed with much more prompt- 
ness, and rigidly and sternly enforced, if entrust- 
ed to the vigilence and activity of the police de- 
partment than if their execution were laft solely 
to one man. 


Without any disrespect to the Marshal, or dis- 


arrangement of his abilities to discharge the du- 
ties of his office, as now defined. 
I would how- 


ever, respectfully ?tiggesttbe propriety of empow- 
ering the police officers with authority to execute 
and enforce, all ordinance for the government, 
and good order of the city, for the suppression of 
vice, and prevention of crime, and all ordinances 
relating to the health, peace and morals of the 
city. Let the duties of the Marshal be principal- 
ly confined to the collection of License money, 
attendance upon the Common Council, and the 
summoning cf Juries pursuant to their orders. 
It will not do to leave the execution ofthe ordi- 
nances to both, the Marshal and the police de- 
partment. Their respective duties should be 
distinctly, and definitely prescribed. 
Iu 
this 


way, ami no other, we shall be able to realize a 
strict, and complete enforcement of the several 
ordinances. 


The labors ofthe police department are of thai 


kind and nature that none but the best of men 
should be entrusted with the discharge of its du- 
ties and requirements. 
The present compensa- 


tion ofthe policemen is too small and inadequate 
to obtain the service of suitable persons for that 
station. 
I would recommend an increase of 


their compensation to fifty dollars per month.— 
The salary of the Chief, as now prescribed hy or- 
dinance, is one thuusrnd dollars per annnui pay 
able quarteply. 
It was with a great deal of re- 


luctance and only upon the express promise of 
the Board of Trade to raise an additional sum of 
five hundred dollars, that the Chief was prevail- 
ed upon to t-iko the ollice. 
Anyone acquainted 


with his peculiar qualifications and fitness for the 


arreet or cause to be arrested al! Idle, dissolute 
or auspicious Arsons pursuing no legitimate or 
honest business in the city, who are in the con- 
stant habit of frequenting brothels and houses 
ofill-fame, who are too lazy to work and too 
proud to beg—but none too honest to steal. Let 
characters of his 80rt understand that Milwaukee 
will not tolerate tlieir course of conduct, or har- 
bor them wit.iin their borders, with impunity.

The general health of the city during the past 


year was such that there existed no necessity for 
the services of the Board of Health further than 
the appointment of a health officer in each ward 
to attend to the abatement of nuisances, and the 
cleansing of the street* and alleys, &c., from the 
filth and dirt which had accumulated during the 
winter. 
The Common Council should, at as 


early a day as possible, resolve itself into a Board 
of Health, pursuant tc the ordinance upon that 
subject, and appoint in each ward a good, thor- 
ough active man for a health officer. 
By attend- 


ing to this early, and by constant attention dur- 
ing the season, the causes of sickness and disease 
can be almost entirely removed or abated, and 
thus we shall be enabled to preserve in future the 
enviable reputation for health which we have 
heretofore enjoyed.

Milwaukee would have a de- 
cided advantage in this rcspe«t over any west- 
era city of her population.

During the year just passed, Milwaukee has 


been almost entirely exempt from the ravages of 
Sre. 
Compared with other yean?, no damage has 


been sustained, to any amount in the aggregate. 
This is owing mainly to the efficiency of the fire 
department, and partly, perhaps, attributable to 
the establishment ofthe Police Department, Pre- 
vention is in al! cases far better than cure. 
The 


vigilance of the Policy lias had much efficacy, in 
;he prevention of fires, by the hands of plunder- 
ing incendiaries. 
The fire department has also 


discharged their duties faithfully, and creditably, 
and fully sustained its former reputation for prompt 
ness in responding to alarms, and its efliciency 
when in actual service. They have nobly and dis- 
nterustedly contributed their time, and labors, 
ror the public welfare, and are richly desening 
of the thanks and gratitude of an appreciating 
community. 
In thia connection, I would recom- 


mend a more stringent and systematic method, of 
jompelling those who are in the habit of t'requent- 
ng fires for mere pleasure or curiosity, to assist 
,he firemen at the "brakes." 
Hundreds of idle 


ipcctators are always on hand obstructing auc 
undoing those who are willing to work, but they 
lever have the manliness to lend a helping hanc 
o those who are nearly exhausted by over exer- 
ion. A way should at once be provided to com- 
•el any and every person standing around and 
witnessing n conflagration, to assist the firemen in 
heir endeavors to extinguish it. 
A suitable pen- 


alty should be imposed, and the police depart- 
ment empowered with sufficient authority to en- 
force compliance. 
During the coming year this 


department will require some aid and assistance 
in the purchase and repair of engines, hooks and 
ladders, hose carts, hose, &c. Suitable provision 
should also be made, if necessary, for the pre- 
servation and safe kecpiug of all the articles be- 
longing to the Department 
The Common Coun- 


cil will not wisely, in granting them all tbe aid 
and assistance which they may really need. The 
subject of steam engines, for the use of fire de- 
partments, is now engrossing the attention ofthe 
authorities of the larger cities of the United 
States. 
And I have no doubt from the reports 


and statements of those who have witnessed an 
exhibition of their workings that they are destin- 
ed eventually, to snpercede for heavy work the 
use of all others. 
Our city however at the pre- 


sent time is so well supplied, and our fire-men are 
so active and efficient, that I deemed it impolitic 
and impracticable, to make any innovations or 
change, in the system now in use by thia depart- 
ment. 
In truth, the only complaint that I have 


thus far heard, is that in many instances, through 
their prompt and active exertions, buildings are 
saved from devastation, when in fact, it would 
have been far better to have permitted them to 
be entirely destroyed. But this no fault of theirs. 
They do their duty, without regard to conse- 
quences. 


FOLICI DIFABTMBNT. 


During the past year, the Common Council saw 


fit to establish a police department, under the su- 
pervision of tbe Mayor, to consist of one Chief, 
and not less than one, nor more than five police- 
men in each ward, to be appointed by the Com- 
mon Council, upon the nomination and recom- 
mendation ofthe Mayor and Chief ofthe Police. 
At the present time the police force consists of 
one Chief and eleven policemen. Perhaps no 
one act of the Common Council has given so uni- 
versal satUlkdtion, as the establishment of this 
department. It has infused throughout the city, 
a feeling ol safety and security, hitherto unknown 
and at the same time it has operated as a "terror 
to evil doers." The Conncil has been very for- 
tunate, in tlie selection ofthe Chiet 
Aa a detec- 


tive police officer, he haa few if any superios-— 
The poHceraeu also who have been thus far selec- 
ted, have discharged the duties of their respi-c- 
UVB stations, in a highly commendable and sat- 
isfactory manner. This department haa bees es- 
tablished about six months, daring which time 
ihmbmbMa 817 irreete, being 18« per math. 


-•ith everything necessary to facilitate the pros- 
perity and success of institutions ot this nature; 
i nd for that purpose, have from time to time, 
i mde liberal appropriations for suitable buildings 
i i each Ward, for school purposes1. During the 
3 ear it ivill be necessary to make further provis- 
i >n for the erection of more school houses, in 
i rder to afford suitable accommodations for all the 
children in the city, that may wish to attend 
t lese schools. 
In respect to common schools, 


I ilwaukee will compare favorably with any city 
i i the Union. 
The teachers engnged in the seve- 


r il schools are wtll qualified for their respective 
s ations, and under our liberal nnd wise state 
fDlicy there should be no excuse whatever for 
a ly child in our city to grow up in ignorance. 


The means of a good common school education, 


a i well as the privileges of becoming acquainted 
v ith the higher branches, arc accessible to all. 
£ o state in the in the Union has a larger school 
fi nd, or n more liberal policy for its distribu- 
t: jn among the common schools than ours. Eve 
r • accommodation should therefore be held out 
t' the rising generation, to embrace the oppor- 
t; nities, which our city and state afford in this 
r-speck 
Education will be the means of saving 


n any a child from the penitentiary. 
It is like 


v iccin tion for the small pox. 
It is nn antido e 


a.;ainst the poisoned vims of ignorance and vice. 
K hication alone may not produce this effect, but 
d 'nnected with moral culture it has a tendency 
t< resist evil, and to disarm temptation itself ef 
It. i many fatal snares. By morality I do not mean 
si ctarianit-m, for I would not nave religion, in 
tl c common acceptation of that term, taught in 
O:r schools. But there is a universal, well dc- 
fi led morality, disconnected with sectarianism, 
w licb Hex at the foundation of all good society, 
w lich is recognized by all, and upun which de- 
p nds the stability and perpeturity of any gov- 
ei ument. 


This kind of morality cannot be too early in- 


ci Icatcd. Let our common schools be of a high 
st indard in this respect. Let them teach the dis- 
ti ction between right and urrotig in practice as 
w -11 as theory. Let them teach the young pro- 
pi r reverence and respect for age. Inculcate 
c< urteey to each other, but, above all, teach 
tl em lessons of obedience to the rules and regu- 
la ions of the school. It is there that children 
si ould be taught the observance of order. They 
st 311 Id understand that the rules and regulations 
of the school are inflexible and cannot be violat- 
C( with impunity. It is by littles that we become 
a aw-loving and law-abiding people. A love of 
th s principle must be early implanted in the 
m nd of the voung in order to produce a salutary 
ai d benign influence upon afterlife and tbe form- 
at on of an exemplary character. 


I would recommend the Council to take early 


m -asures for the erection of sufficient shool houses 
fo the ample accommodation of all, and thus 
pi ice within the reach of every child 4n the city 
th ; means of a good common education, without 
re ;ard to cost and expense. But, ia order to do 
th s, it will be necessaay to borrow money lor 
th it purpose, and of course increase the taxation 
of the city. But it ia far cheaper in the end to 
su jport our common schools than oar jaila and 
St ite Prison. It costs more for the city to main- 
ta n one vice than to promote and encourage a 
dc ten virtues. The people I have no doubt, will 
ch ;erfnlly respond to any additional taxation for 
th .t purpose. Where there are so many dollars 
vc untarily contributed to Kansas aid, Dannan 
M< nument, Glover Rescue and Hannah Johnson 
fu: ds, and other charitable purposes, I trust 
th -re will no one be found so lost to reason a* to 
be jrndge the small pittance which will be requi- 
sit;, in order to educate tbe poor, elevate the 
do rn-trodden, and break the chains of ignorance 
an I vice whieh exist in our own midet, and while 
wt are striving with foret and- arm* for the free- 
do n of States afar oS, let us also endeavor to 
bn ak the bonds of ignorance and vice and "teach 
-L young idea, how toshoot," at home. 


would reeomauod the paMge of an «rdi- 


na ice aothoriring and empowering the poitea to 


government and good order of trie city, for the 
suppression of vice and peevention of crime, as 
they may cleem expedient. 


We live in n republican government of a repre- 


sentative form, sleeted by the people, the will 
of the majority prevailing. The representatives 
so elected are our agents in the enactment of 
laws, and in the establishment of our government 
And whenever laws are enacted it is our duty aa 
good citizens to yield obedience, until altered or 
repealed. Whew the law is express and its 
provisions plain r.here is no excuse for disobe- 
dience of its obvious requirements. As to tbe 
wisdom, justice, or policy even, of certain eu- 
aettnerils, various-opinions will always exist. But 
until that representative expression of the will of 
the people, declares against its policy by its re- 
peal or modification, I hold that every citizen, 
high er low, rich or poor, is bound to obey. The 
tone of public ser.'timent in this country is against 
the desecration gi the Sabbath.—The enactments 
of our state legislature are against it. 
The ex- 


pressed will of tho people, through their repre 
presentatives, is ad verse to any manner of labor 
or business or work, excepting works of necessi- 
sity and charity, and expressly prohibit dancing, 
diversion, 
shows and entertainments, sports, 


games, and playa on. Sunday. 
It 13 unnecessary 


lor me to discuss the propriety or policy of this 
provision of the statute. I am as free perhaps 
from prejudice aud conscientious scruples, in re- 
gard to tbe observance of the Sabbath day, as 
any one brought up iu a civilized and Christian 
community. But so long as the laws of the land 
declare a given policy to bo right, and my duty 
as Mayor compels me to see that the laws of the 
tt:ite and ordinances ofthe city are duly observ- 
ed and enforced, there is no alternative. 


I have deemed it my duty to lay this matter 


before you, and if you shall think proper to pass 
an ordinance upon that subjoct, clothing the po- 
lice with sufficient authority for that purpose, I 
shall deem it my duty toenforci; its requirements. 


SIDE AND CROSS WALKS. 


I would call your attention, as street commis- 


sioners to tho bad condition ofthe side and cross- 
walks, espepially in the business part ofthe city. 
The side walks are in many places completely 
worn out, in the others as low, if not lower, 
than the street itielf, and in many places in so 
uneven a condition as to render it extremely 
difficult for persons to travel oil them with safe- 
ty and convenience. 
The side walks should be 


made to conform to the grade of the street, 
and should in all instances be raised at least one 
foot higher than the street A little attention, 
frequently Destow;>d during tbe year, will easi- 
ly remedy these defects, and at the same time 
add very much t<» the beauty and convenience- 
of the business departments adjoining. The cross 
walks are more frequently neglected than the 
side walks, although of almost equal utility and 
convenience. 


The street commissioners should select one of 


their own number for active duty, whose particu- 
lar business it should be, to inspect Ihe various 
side and _cross wafts in his ward, nnd wherever 
any repairs or new walks are necessary to be 
made, authorize the same to be done forthwith. 
In this way the work will be much more likely to 
bo performed, and the public interests promoted 
thereby. 
Another evil, and which calls loudly 


for reform, is the encroachments that are from 
time to time mad*; upon the free and uninter- 
rupted passage of -.he sidewalks by reason of the 
steps of stores eztsnding in some instances as far 
as five feet upon the walks, and this in places 
where the side wsilk is only twelve feet wide. 
For the last few years there haa been an ordi- 
nance in existence upon thU subject, prohibiting 
the use of more th m three feet of the sidewalks 
immediately adjoining the lots, in Iroat of which, 
such side walks miy ba constructed. But not- 
withstanding tbe o -dinance, permanent obstruc- 
tions bare been mnde from time to time, in many 
instance* four, and aomelimea five feet, out upon \ 
the walk. AnotW violation ot thia ordinance 
is in tbe daily han pug of cloths and garments, 
goods, wares and merchandize upon the awnings 
or awning frames in treat of tlie stores, and also 
th« banging of larj;e signs, extending or project- 
ing over tbe entire side walk.
